May 25 - 27 was our first camping trip of the year. A few of us made our way 
to GOLD SPRINGS and, later, to STATELINE. On our way to Gold Springs, we stopped 
at Old Irontown and then in Modena. At both places, we did some exploring and lots 
of picture taking. Jrontown's old brick chimneys and foundations among the high 
grass made for a pleasant stop-over before traveling on to Modena. The roadsides 
were brightly colored with wild-flowers and several of the low, rolling hills were 
literally turned orange by the flowers covering them. 


When we arrived in Modena, we could hardly drive past without stopping to look 
at the old town. In town, we were greeted by the sight of the old, abandoned hotel 
and mercantile. Needless to say, we had to stop and peek in through the boarded-up 
windows! After some more exploring and several more pictures, we moved on to 
Gold Springs. 


Gold Springs is high up in the pines and a stream of cool, clear water runs 
through the townsite. Quickly we set up camp and set out to explore the surrounding 
area. Cabins, shafts, tunnels, and mine dumps seemed to be all around as we hiked 
and hunted well into the evening. 


Sunday was spent prowling around the many buildings of the Gennie Mine Surface 
plant and detecting around the old townsite. We even tried a bit of gold panning in 
the stream. We had found a modern cent, a silver spoon, and several intact insulators 
but decided to try out luck at Stateline. 


Stateline is what most people would expect a ghost-town to be. Log cabins and 
stone buildings still stand and soon the sound of metal detectors could be heard. 
Sunday evening and Monday morning went by quickly again. Some modern coins were found 
along with one Utah tax token. By early afternoon, most of the group was heading 
back to Salt Lake. 


The Wilson's decided to make a trip further west to the town of Pioche, Nevada. 
There we toured the famous Million Dollar Lincoln County Courthouse. Pioche became 
the seat of Lincoln County in 1871. This courthouse was built in less than one year. 
lt was completed and valued at about $30,000 but had cost nearly $75,000! Compound 
interest on discounted bonds and dubious re-financing raised the cost of the building 
to $800,000 by 1938. when the debt was finally paid. The courthouse is no longer in 
use aS a government building but is in the process of being restored and refurbished. 
The tour guide is very well informed and the tour is well worth your time. If you 
ever find yourself in the Pioche area, stop by the old courthouse as it is truly part 
of Western America's mining past. | really felt the whole weekend had been very 
enjoyable and successful!

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The next Club outing will be another two day 
camping trip on the 13th & 14th of July. We have planned 
for this outing to be an adventure on the old Pony Express 
Trail! We'll meet on July 13th at 8:00 a.m. at the Red- 
wood Multipurpose Center and head out for Simpson Springs, 
a stage & express stop of years gone by which now has 
running water and good camping facilities. On the way, we'll pass Point Lookout 
Station where ''Aunt Libby'' Rockwell had a Pet Cemetery that still looks just like 
it did a hundred years ago. 








From Simpson Springs, our base camp, the members can venture out as they wish. 
There is a stage & express station just about every 8 to 10 miles along the route 
west. Most are marked although they contain little or nothing of the original buildings. 
Some of the markers are only approximations of locations as the exact location of some 
of these stations (such as Black Rock) is unknown. 


One point of interest along the route is the Dugway Geode beds located about 20 
miles west of Simpson Springs and just a mile or two past Dugway Pass on the Pony 
Express Trail. Those who would like to dig a Dugway geode or two, or even a dozen or 
two, just get with Wagonmaster Ken Lambson and bring a pick, shovel, and SOME GLOVES! 
There are thousands of nodules and geodes in the area and Ken knows where! 





Also there is an area where topaz and garnets may be found about 20 miles south 
of Black Rock station. See Ken about this also. For these you may need a hammer, chisel, 
and hiking shoes as they require about a quarter of a mile hike to get up an approximatey 
30 degree rock hill. 


All in all, the trip to Simpson Springs should be a blast and who knows what we'l| 
find. One of our founding members, Bruce Robinson has already had some good finds at 
Simpson Springs this year including a CCC pin. Yes, it was a Civilian Conservation 
Corps camp back in the late 30's!! 


Simpson Springs is a nice 14 hour drive on paved road and a very good dirt road 
southwest of Salt Lake. It is easily accessible by car, however, if you plan to go to 
the Geode beds or any area more than 15 miles west of Simpson Springs, please note that 
Dugway Pass is a bit rough for a car--but passable if you don't mind taking a chance on 
having to ''Midasize'' when you get home!!! 


One last note--the RATTLESNAKES are out in force 
this year in the West desert. More so than we've 
seen for many years--so take heed. You may want to 
re-read the article on ''Snakes'' that was published 
in the January 1985 Token Hunter so you can ''brush!! 
up on your ''snake'' knowledge. This trip promises 
to be fun, adventure and reward for everyone, so 
come join the trek. You don't have to be NUTS to go 
on this one, but it helps!
